Ths gety season mny be oonsidsred as 
fairly inaugurated this month ; and, from 
nil the signs, we ehould judge that it will 
not be inferior in brilliance aad displnys of 
fashion to any of its predecessors. Ths fall 
months were occupied by the Presidential 
ennvass, and elections are always unfavora- 
ble to both business nnd pleasure , and ths 
usuol stagnation wns intensified this sea- 
son by the enormous prices which wsrs at 
first dsmandsd for goods.

lit of October, 160,000 pound* of powdor 
wum accidentally eiplodod, causing a im- 
port lo be heard et tbe distance of over 90 
milee, Md a shock which people Hvieg 26 
mile* away thought to be the cffeeU of an 
earthquake. The gunpowder was ooBteia- 
ed in two bajfttt, and a large and small mag- 
es ins.

Easpowder aver exploded at one lime, 
tan Grant * great mine before Petersburg, 
which blew up into the air a regiment of 
infantry and a battery of artillery, and 
Bands a orator u of in extinct voIobbo.

More then ten limes this quantity was ex- 
ploded 

It is curious to mark the results of the 
eudden liberation of such an immense force 
as was contained in these To mas of pow- 
der. Fortunately, only VI persons were 
killed and about 20 wounded , but the ter- 
rible power of such a mass of gunpowder 
is better shown by (he effects of the eedden 
explosion upon lis surrounding country. 
Below we have compiled, from a consider- 
able number of reports, the notettjrihy 
phenomena of this remarkable accident. 

At snore than two miles from the spot not 
•ady were doors and windows smashed in. 
bal houses were partially deelroyed. One 
residence was injured to the amount of &>,- 
000. One hundred yards of river embank 
mem were blown away ; fortunately the 
tide was lew and the damage was repaired 
with great celerity, else a large and popu- 
lous region, the whole of the trith and 
Belvedere districts would have been sub- 
merged A watchman at Graveeend, son e 
miles off. one of the eery few who saw 
from a distance the greet catastrophe, as 
well as heard the awful thunder and felt 
the shock, says : " On turning round I saw 
as it were a pillar of fire rising t* the 
clouds, which it appeared to atrike and 
then spread cut like a huge fan, presenting 
a most beautiful and grand spectacle."

that lately covered some acres 
of tumbled earth and bricks 
e fragments of timber: beams 
of half a tun weight hem been blown like 
feathers across the adjacent fields The 
property destroyed in the surrounding 
districts is estimated at $T.,000,000. A clock 
in n house seven miles away was stopped 
by the exploeion. At Woolwich, four miles 
from the msgaziaee, a shower of letters, 
invoices and other papers fell shortly after 
the explosion, and an examination of these 
first informed the people there of the ac-

He 
found it to be part of the page of a ledger 
in which his uncle, a foreman sansmoyed 
at the exploded magatinee, has that 
morning enured a memorandum.

Now the atmosphere whioh surrounds the 
nt aad slightly re 
mes more and more 
dense a* it comae aearer aad nearer to the 
earth. On account of this, all ihe heaven _ 
bodies are asea by raya alightly bent down- 
wards as they enter the atmosphere, and 
curving more aad more as Uey proceed to 
the eye, so that they thus appear above 
their real plaeea. The sun ia thua seen 
above the horiten after its body ia really 
below, whioh makea the day longer than the 
aight. The aagle of refractioa grows laaa 
and leea a* it approaches Ue leoith, where 
it ia aothiog. So also by Ue reflective 
property of thia fluid, which must nlwaya 
be in proportion lo its density, the heat of 
the sun, although duly attempered, muat bo 
mor* eensibly and uniformly felt near the 
surface of Ue earU thaa in the higher re- 
gions of space. Aad as all bodies more or 
lass draw Ue sun s rnya, there must be a 
greater amount of heat in the lower regions 
of the air. 

Another wonderful consideration is, how 
ie thie great heterogeneous mass to be pre- 
served from corruption • DeaU, the great 
leveler of mankind, holds hia away in all 
the kingdoma of the earth, and furnishes 
element* for the li.'e of inanimate beinga; 
and what is not consumed is sooner or later 
carried off by Ue air, a mass of putrefaction 
and decay. Thea those offeasive qualities 
whieh are present ia the dissolution of all 
bodies would ia time deprive Ue air of its 
neoessary degree of purity, were there no 
cause ia unture to counteract iL 

Among theea causes, vegetation and agi- 
tation with water have been proved by ex- 
periment to have the effect of atmospheric 
reatoration. Storms and tempest have their 
aalutary effects, nnd by ths aid of vegeta- 
tion render the fouled air capable of sup- 
porting life and flame ; as the boiling ossaa 
is purified by its tumultuous wavss, ao the 
air is rendered pure by its storms and 
tempests. 

Clbasiso Root* Barona Fkkdisu. — 
Roots ars usually fed to horned cattle with- 
out cleaning, and although wa cannot now 
point directly to any case of disease as the 
result of such feeding, yet it must be evi- 
dent that the dirt consumed is of no benefit, 
but on the contrary ie more or less injuri- 
ous. We ahould nlwaya prefer that the 
roots be oleaned before feeding, and this oan 
be easily effected by a root oleaner, which 
aay farmer can construct In a few hours. 
The most simple device for* this purpose is 
aa octagon box revolving oa gudgeons aad 
turned with n crank, similar to machines 
for cleaning cssting used at the founderiea. 
It may be saade to hold two or three bush- 
els, snd ie eonstruoted by taking two piece* 
of pi ink for the ends, aad sawing Uem iuto 
octagons two feel four inohee in diameter. 
On Uess sidea stripe of boards, two and a 
half feet long and ten inches wide, ars 
nailed, leaving a space or opening at the 
corners of an inch or so wide, for the dirt 
to drop out. One of the sidee Is on hinges, 
snd is used as a place for introduoing ihe 
roots. It ia then hung upon gudgeons, ea 
ons of which is fitted a crank. Two bush- 
el* of roots may be thrown in at a tims. 
where they are cleaned by slowly revolving 
the box, a few turns being sufficient to wenr 
off the dirt, leaving the roots clean aa if 
thsy had been washed. It is a simple affair, 
whioh aay farmer oaa make ia a few hours, 
aad to those who grow roots for stock feed- 
ing will save many days of disagreeable 
work, while the health of the stock must be 
promoted by its use— [Ution Herald.

England ia noted 
for her oeautiful hedges, stone walls and 
wooden boundary linea are yearly giving 
way to rows of splendid shrubbery, so thick 
and strong aa to be impenetrable to boast

exohange sends the following testimony ia 
favor of this partucular member of Ue 
hedge family : This product is a lew tree 
or shrub, growing when wild to a bight of 
eight or ton feet, and from twelve to fifteen 
feet in n etate of cultivation, it naturally 
partakes of Ue character of a bush, unload 
it ia carefully trained to a single stem. Its 
branches are numerous aad irregular, and 
when old are rough and armed wiU abort 
thorns. It grows spontaneously in ths vi- 
oinity of Boston, and near Went PoiaL Ia 
oommon with most plants of iu genus, Uis 
plant may be easily propagated by seeds, 
or by cuttings aad layers. It prefers a 
rich, moisl soil, ia rather a shady situation ; 
but it will thrive la aay place where Ue 
currant or gooseberry will succeed. I do 
not hesitnte to pronounce the Buckthorn 
Ue most suitable plant for a hodgs Uat I 
sver met with; it vegetates early ia the 
spring and retains ita verdure late ia au- 
tumn ; it ia oftea seea greea after the 
snow has fallen. Being a hardy plant, it 
is sever injured by the moot intense cold; 
and ita vitality ia so that Ue youag pleats 
may be kept out of ihe grouad for a loag 
time, or traasported aay distance without 
injury. It never sends up aay suckers, nor 
ia disfigured by sny dead wood. It may be 
clipped into any shape which the oaprice or 
ingenuity of ihe gardener may devise, aad 
being pliable, it may be traiaed iato aa 
aroh, or over a paassge way, as easily as 
the vine; it needs ao splaahiag or interlac- 
ing, the natural growth of Ue plant being 
Nswavsnlly interwoven. It is never cankered 
by unskillful clipping, but will bear Ue 
knife to aay degree. The beat method of 
forming a hedge is to set Ue youag plants 
ia a row, about nine inches apart, either 
th the spring or autumn ; if Ue latter, clip 
the plante within six inchea of the ground, 
as thia will cause the hedge to grew Uick 
at the bottom, whioh is a great point of ex- 
oellenoe; after thia, all that remains to be 
done is to keep it free from weeds aad clip 
it once ayear.^t^ 1 - V. 



To Kebp Tints on Wbisls.— Hear what 
a practical man aaya on thia subject: "I 
ironed a wagon some yeara ago for my own 
use, and before putting on the tires I filled 
the felloes with linseed oil ; and Ue tires 
have worn out and were never loose.

Weigh the hams aad make a brine, allow- 
ing one ounce of salt to every pound of 
meat, and one ounce of saltpeter to every 25 
pounds. Pack Ihe hame closely, sprinkling 
a lulls salt oa Us bottom of the tub, aad 
fill the chinks with stones. Have jaat brine 
enough to cover Uem well, and let ihem lie 
four or five weeks. Thea Uke them up, dry 
snd amoke them, wrap them ia paper and 
pack them down la ashes, in a cool, drv 
cellar.
